S t . L o u is, June 3d.—There was never 
seen at a National Convention a more pecu­ 
liar condition of affairs than exists in St. 

It is a spectacle of the lead­ 
ers of a party trying to prevent the nom ina­ 
tion of a candidate for the Vice-Presidency 
that they themselves started for the place. 
Tharm an was suggested as an available 
man by Eastern leaders for the purpose of 
defeating the aspirations of such men as 
Black, Morrison and Stevenson of Illinois, 
Gray of Indiana, and Carlisle of Kentucky. 
The fact that the Michigan delegation will 
present Dickinson's name to the Convention 
and give him twenty votes indicates that 
the Postmaster-General m ust have con­ 
templated 
advancem ent 
in 
National 
politics when he entered the Cabinet. 
T hurm an’s nomination is by no means as­ 
sured, but the movement in' his behalf has 
assumed such dimensions that his chances 
to-night are far ahead of those of any 
candidate. 
At the hotels to-day dialogues of this 
description could be heard on every hand: 
” Well, who will be. nom inated?” 
“ It seems Thurm an, sure.” 
“ W hat do you think of it?”

THE THURMAN BOOM NOT ONE-SIDED. 
L util to-day the Thurm an boom had 
been rushed forward with the impetus and 
velocity of a tidal wave. This morning the 
Ohio delegation arrived, and it was not—as 
had been fondly expected—a unit in favor 
of Thurm an. On the contrary, fourteen 
men bers of the delegation, led by Con­ 
gressman Seney, declared that they would 
not vote for his election. 
Twenty-three of Pennsylvania's Bixty 
delegates have arrived, and talks with 
them showed that they would not he united 
for Thurm an unless Scott should crack the 
party whip and demand them to sacrifice 
their convictions. 
The Illinois delegates appear to be waver­ 
ing between Gray and Thurm an, and to 
have abandoned all idea of nominating 
either Stevenson or Black. 
The Virginia delegates, who arrived to­ 
night, are divided. Some want Stevenson, 
and others Thurm an. 
To-morrow New York will be repre­ 
sented here, and if New York votes solidly 
for Thurm an he will in all probability be 
nominated on the first ballot.

A local evening sheet, that assumes to 
be immaculate, yet is ever prostrate at the 
feet of all vicious and demoralizing influ­ 
ences, and that is never quite so happy as 
when impugning the motives of others, 
and arrogating to itself excess of virtue, 
after a week or two of dead silence, at last 
comes to the defense of State Treasurer 
Ilerold. 
Much as the unlawful acts and the out­ 
rageous usurpation of Mr. Ilerold are to be 
deplored, he is entitled to the profound 
sym pathy of the public for the hum iliating 
{Kisition in which his self-appointed advo- 
<■ to now places him, and the unlawfulness 
to which it commits him. 
It will lie re­ 
num bered that when, last fall, the Treas­ 
urer iirst refused to approve the plans for 
the school-book and printing stock ware­ 
house, the R kcord-L sig n —which 
has 
from the outset championed the cause of 
the text-book system—criticised the refu­ 
sal of Mr. Heroid immediately, and with 
as much incisiveuess as at any time since. 
The reason then advanced by the Treas­ 
urer was that there was room enough for 
Morago 
in 
the 
State 
Capitol. 
But 
the true reason was known and stated—the 
anger of the Treasurer because the Gov­ 
ernor opposed the purchase of additional 
jute-m ill machinery for the San Quentin 
prison, in favor of the “ night-shift” plan 
of work, which has since been adopted, and 
has proven so successful. 
On several oc­ 
casions the Ke< ord-U xion has exposed 
the hollowness and falsity of the excuses 
set up in Mr. Iierold’s liehalf, and 110 suc­ 
cessful defense of them has been made. A r­ 
chitects have now forbidden the further 
storage of books in the offices of the Super­ 
intendent of Printing, and that official has 
felt it im peratively necessary to rent space 
in a uon-Sreproof and much-exposed struct­ 
ure for the storage of text-books and paper, 
a fact which the mendacious a¡>ologist of 
the Treasurer wholly ignores. 
Ih e first ostensible objection of Mr. 
- lerold being disposed of, his advocate is 
driven to a new excuse for his contumacy. 
T he public is now informed upon the 
doubtful authority of that journal that the 
Treasurer refuses to do his plain duty— 
and for which he can be, and ought to be 
called to account—because 
He believes such a cheap building would be 
a u...grace to the grounds, and he declares he 
would willingly ratify the plans if the amount 
were five tunes that named. In this opinion 
Governor Bartlett concurred during hislifetime. 
AS d o cs also Controller Dunn. Yet neither of 
Uie hitter officials have been denounced—but 
tnen, ueitherof them has bestowed a small ad. 
ou an ‘envious contemporary.‘ ” 
Governor Bartlett approved the bill for 
the $10,000 warehouse. 
W ithout his ap­ 
proval it could not have Irecome a law. 
It 
is well known that lie opposed a greater 
apnropriation because the Superintendent 
of Printing, competent architects and his 
own judgm ent held $10,000 to be ample, 
as in fact it is. 
The charge that the Gov­ 
ernor approved a hill he intended to de­ 
feat is abhorrent to those who knew the 
man, and is an absurdity, and an outrage- 
0 is and unpardonable slander upon the 
id. 
No one fam iliar with the tenacity 
h which the late Gevernor adhered to 
t; j laws and his conscientious regard for 


1 ..eir commands, can for a moment enter­ 
tain the idea that were he living he would 
approve the refusal to obey a law made 
such by the affixing of his signature. But 
Mr. Bartlett is dead, and upon the living 
falls the duty of adm inistering the affairs 
of the State. 


1 lie approval or consent of the State 
Controller cuts no figure in the case, the 
law invests him with 110 voice in tho m at­ 
ter, and his view has no more to do with 
it than that of the Suitan of Morocco. 
Moreover, we have but the word of a 
mendacious sheet, that does not stickle at 
untruth to accomplish its purpose, that 
the Controller has had the presumption to 
interject hi- official or non-official opinion 
in the matter. 
We prefer to believo that 
lie has not meddled with it, and under­ 
stands his duty too well to even think of 
iloillfj so. 


The Constitution provides how laws 
shall he enacted, and defines no other 
method than this—the passage of hills by 
the two houses of the Legislature; their 
approval by the Governor, or, in case of 
his disapproval, their passage by a two- 
thirds vote, notwithstanding the execu­ 
tive objection. 
Bills thus treated become 
laws and the rules of direction and re­ 
straint ujion all official acts of the State 
officials. 
To the support and enforcement 
of such measures every State officer, includ­ 
ing Treasurer Ilerold, is solemnly sworn. 
W henever any one of them deliberately 
refuses to enforce a law, or sets himself up 
in opposition to it, lie violates bis solemn 
and 
voluntarily-assumed obligatiou anil 
renders himself amenable to the provisions 
of the Penal Code :

tarv of State and Treasurer, and if they 
approve them he shall go on with the 
work. 
Clearly the intent of the law Li 
th at this precaution shall be taken as a 
check nion the officer directed to build, to 
prevent excess of expenditure or the erec- 
rion of a structure not in accordance with 
the direction of the Legislature. Ju sta s 
-clearly i* it evident that the Legislature of 
Jb 7« «jid not attem pt to delegate to the 
<1 'vernor, Secretary of State and Treas­ 
urer powers to undo or defeat its action— 
indeed,the Legislature cannot, if it wished, 
so del -gate i:s functions.

Governor and Secretary of State have ap­ 
proved the So j erintendent’s plans, and the 
Treasurer refuses to approve or point out 
objections to them that they may be cor- 
r ■ ted if in any respect faulty.

Every man fit to fill a State office knows 
that it is a first principle—one as old as the 
law itself—that all officials and Courts are 
bound to give full force and effect to all 
statutes, and to construe them liberally 
for that purpose, except the higher duiv 
imposed by the Constitution requires their 
defeat. 
There is no sane person so lacking 
in 
intelligence as 
not to know that

Ilerold is, as he 
should

by writ of mandamus to answer for 
his delinquency of duty, that tribuual will 
not for an instant permit him to reply that 
he objects to the policy of the law, or that 
the appropriation is insufficient, or that he 
docs not think the structure necessary, lie 
will he given to understand peremptorily 
th at such response is little short of con­ 
tempt of Court, and that he must base bis 
refusal upon objections to the plans, not 
upon the merits of the law. 
Even the in­ 
genuity of his journalistic advocate cannot 
save him from that discomfiture. 
The Treasurer’s action would justify the 
suspicion that it might be in the interest of 
the influences antagonistic to the State text­ 
book system, by putting heavier cost upon 
the production of the books, by placing the 
books required to be kept on hand in peril, 
by endangering the books and the printing 
stock in refusing them the protection of a 
fire-proof building. 
If he can afford to 
commit the Democratic end of the State 
Administration to such a policy it is a 
greater responsibly than any other Demo­ 
cratic official has ever been willing to As­ 
sume. 
H e can rest assured that the flimsy 
excuses advanced by the sheet that cham­ 
pions his cause will not avail before the 
next Legislature.

extra and unusual responsibility put upon 
the Superintendent under his bond, were 
made to the R eco rd -U n io n by the Super­ 
intendent, who manifested at the time th at 
anxiety in the premises which should 
characterize such a conscientious and faith 
fill official. 
They were made with the 
knowledge that the facts would be pub­ 
lished, and that the remedy of resort to 
mandamus would be suggested. 
We are 
perfectly confident that Superintendent 
\o u n g lias made 110 statements in anywise 
conflicting with them —it is impossible to 
imagine that a gentleman of his high 
character could do so ; this, notwithstand­ 
ing the assertions of the mendacious sheet 
referred to, that adroitly conveys the im­ 
pression that the Superintendent has done 
so, and that the statements of the R ecord- 
U n io s were unwarranted and incorrect. 


J u s t w hat the resignation of Prince 
Bismarck and the M inistry from the ad­ 
ministration of affairs in the kingdom of 
Prussia means, it is not now possible to as­ 
certain. 
T hat it withdraws Bismarck 
from the counsels of the Empire we do 
not believe. 
It is, of course, a shock that 
may amount to 2 Ihreat to German unitv, 
Prussian influence in the Empire has been 
steadily augmenting and of late it has 
been so forward as to excite unusual jeal­ 
ousy in some of the larger States. 
Em­ 
peror Frederick has been disposed, besides 
extending the electoral franchise ami other 
liberalizing movements, to check Prussian 
aggressiveness, believing that such a course 
is essentia! to the preservation of the in­ 
tegrity of the Empire. 
Against this dis­ 
position it is probable the revolt of the 
M iuistry is aimed. 
If Frederick’s life is 
spared aud he is not crippled by the non­ 
progressionists’ strength, we lielieve, will 
greatly advance Germany and do far more 
for the cause of the German people than 
has been accomplished in all the century 
preceding him. 


T h e Perm anent Exhibition of Cali­ 
fornia products was opened in this city on 
Saturday with great success.

The opening or the perm anent exhibi­ 
tion in the new Exposition building near 
the depot took place on Saturday afternoon, 
and was a grand success in every particular. 
The Exposition building, which has already 
been fully described in these columns, 
was elaborately trimmed and decorated 
with beautiful floral pieces, cut flowers, 
cereals, fruits, etc., in addition to finely-ar­ 
ranged exhibits, and presented a very at­ 
tractive appearance, while numerous flags 
and streamers floated from the top of the 
building. If any had previously entertained 
doubts as to the possibility of a tine dis­ 
play of horticultural and agricultural pro­ 
ducts being made in tho Sacramento valley 
at so early a time in the season, a glance at 
the interior at once entirely dispelled them. 
While the varieties of fruits and other pro­ 
ducts were not as extended as could be 
made a few weeks later, the remarkable 
samples of ripe fruits and of other pro­ 
ducts were a surprise to nearly everyone, 
and excited the warmest admiration and 
praise.

Toe display of peaches 
ripe enough for shipm ent, and "other frui;» 
of sim ilar earhness was most unrem ark­ 
able, and told volumes in favor of Placer 
county.

Front Yuba county a display wits also 
made of peaches, cherries and pintos, but 
not as extended.

REMAKES OF MAYOR GREGORY. 
In behalf of our citizens ami the members of

ly competition among the exhibitors ou deter­ 
mining the p lilt of excc-lli nee—all of which 
w ill add to the general interest. 
As there ure several eloquent speakt rs to fol­ 
low, I will not Linden you with extended re­ 
marks. Before closing, permit me ;o introduce 
you to the presiding oaiivr of this meeting, a 
geni ¡email whose pocket, heait and c-neigy are 
ever ready iu Hie cause of improvement and 
progre ss : I r.-fer to the Preside iu of the Improve­ 
ment Association—Doctor G. L. Bimmons. 
At the conclusion at the Mayor's re­ 
marks, Dr. G. L Simmons, President of 
the Improvement Association and Ciiaii- 
man of the Opening ExercLes, addressed

REMARKS OF DR. G. L. SIMMONS. 
Ladies nod Gentlemen: Upon assuming the du­ 
ties ol your presiding officer it has been deemed 
appropriate for me to briefly refer to tho origin 
and necessity for the enterprise we inaugurate 
to-day. 
Simultaneously with the increased immigra­ 
tion G> California, if began to be apparent to ail 
old residents of tho northern and central sec­ 
tions that the gravest misapprehensions ex­ 
isted in the minds of passing travelers in re­ 
gard to the soil and productions of all that por­ 
tion of the State lying north of the Tehachapi 
r.’.cge r f mountains. From causes now well uu- 
deiscood, a:nl which had been in operation for 
years, our southern neighbors were reaping a 
Harvest from see l well sura, and securing a 
phenomenal rush of immigrant», few of whom, 
tor want of enterprise on our part, had ever 
been informed of the resources of ibis section 
ol the -state. Hundreds, aye thousands of these 
travelers have returiiid to their Eastern homes 
with n > true impression of the extent of our ag­ 
ricultural and horticultural region s or to realizo 
the fait that north of the Central Imilroad line, 
upon w hich they have speeded from the Sierras 
to the sea. lie the beautiful and highly culti­ 
vated valleys of Sruoma. Napa, Putah and fair 
Capay. with much the larger portion of the 
greater valley of the Sacramento riv. r. whose 
waters for 2U0 miles run through as! rtiie are 
region as the sun ever shone upon. But if un­ 
true impressions prevailed concerning soil ami 
productions, they u-c~e exceeded by erroneous 
Ideas concerning climate. Very naturally the 
word "south ’ conveyed to these p*eople infer­ 
ences of worm wint. rs, w ith the associated cu - 
tivation of ei;ms fruits, while ‘north" conveved 
ideas of snow or ice, from which a majori'y 
weie ileeitg. 
The peculiar conditions winch 
control climate in California, and w hich enable 
tiie earliest product oi.s to he marketed several 
hundred miles north of Los Angele». ..u 1 w hit1, 
cause such a locality as Orovine, a whole neo-

present I heir iaets for tiiu thoughtful considera­ 
tion of those s.eking reliable and desirable in­ 
formation. 
It is to the interest of all that each section 
shall here thoughtfully ami luily set forth the 
advantages of our locality and substantiate 
such facts with reliable data in order that jus­ 
tice can be done all, and that their offerings 
may be duly taken advantage of. 
While selfish motives more or less actuate us 
all in this immigration work, and while engaged 
iu it we are only pushing to a consummation 
during our lives, what iu time would be accom­ 
plished without further effort, yet considering 
its bearing on the welfare of the outside world 
it is really a superior class of missionary work 
in the interest of a higher and better civiliza­ 
tion, in that it tends to invite aud reward the 
effoitsof additionsl p-oduoers and contribute 
to th prolit aud pleasure of other and new con­ 
sumers. 
It is these roper and intelligent ef­ 
forts that will make the varied values of your 
valle; s and foot hills as well known to the peo­ 
ple ot this aud other countries as the vegetable, 
trait, alfalfa, imp and other familiar products 
of oar locality are known to the people of this 
State. 
'V hen the broad acres of this, our vast inlaud 
empire, iliall be nsrrowed down to a proper 
and thorough development, when the staples 
ior man’s sustenam e shall find at home tlie best 
market, when fl.nver and fruit shall vie with 
the products of the garden and field in reward­ 
ing iriui’s efforts, when varieties shall multiple 
and perchance excel present perfection, when 
new availabilities or the country shall join 
those now well known, when the waters of a 
thousand now nlmost unknown streams help to 
make the waste places glad and the now boun­ 
tiful places more joyful, then will thousands 
li\e and enjoy where now but few gather and 
estimate. 
Modern rapid and favorable transportation is 
now bringing to us the intelligent ami enter­ 
prising of our own and other Christian coun­ 
tries; welcome them candidlv and properly in 
order that they may permanently join us in tiie 
grest and varied efforts for future mutual profit 
and pleasure. 
REMARKS OF K. W. MASHN. 
The President then introduced F. \V. Maslin, 
of l'laeer county, who spoke feelingly of the 
dignity and poetry of the farmer's life. He con­ 
ceived that there was something inore in the 
results of this exhibition than the showing of 
w hat we can raise. It murks a new era in the 
history of Ce tral California, and allies closer 
than ever before the enterprising, intelligent 
ami patriotic citizens of Sacramento and' ad­ 
joining counties. 
They scarcely knew each 
other in Calitoinia. They had known for vears 
that it was possible to raise oranges in Butte 
aud in Piacer counties, but un'ii their sis er 
counties in the southern part of the Slate began 
their rivalry, they scarcely knew what the pos- 
sibdi ies of Central California W‘ re. Then it 
was found that we were in advance of them 
in the maturity of our fruit, and . qua, to them 
in its quality. The people of Central California 
had lacked faith iu tbeirown section. This ex­ 
hibition of the products of various couuties 
would canse no Jealousy. There would he no 
competition, no awards, no premiums. It would 
implant in the minds of men that State pride 
which was our lacking. He saw in this exhibi­ 
tion anollier canseof congratulation. For nearly 
forty years the people had engaged in mining 
uud commeice, but a new era had dawned anil 
people were now turning to the couutrv for that 
eh arm, that happiness aud that content which 
they had not f imrt iu the hearts of the world. 
Agriculture had been tailed the foundation of 
prosperi'y, but the mere drudge on the i»rm. 
the mere wheat raiser, would scarcely build up 
a coun-.-y. It must be an intelligent kind of 
farming. 
Mr. Meslln then contrasted the benefits to the 
country' arising Horn fruit-raising and ordinary 
wheat farming, it was no woud. r that the 
boys left th- wheat f irms and crowded into the 
cities,jv,here they either diifted into dissipation 
and crime or spent their lives as clerks, work­ 
ing ior someone cls u In the business of fruit­ 
growing. where the bonus were surrounded 
with flowers and trees, the hoy would find some 
charm in life. He poinie out bow much better 
a young man could do upon a iron farm than in 
a city, and said the time would soon come 
when mothers would be Bending their =ons from 
the city to giow up w ith the font business The 
fruit industry resulted in dividing up the large 
tracts of land end creating a denser pop­ 
ulation. 
Iu Placer county 
here were live 
hundred ptople on tracts of Und less then 
one hundred acres in extent, if that live htiu- 
d red act ex was in one ownership, it would si n- 
ply mean desolation. He showed how forty- 
acres i f land devoted to fruit growing could em­ 
ploy the industry oi live or six men. ami give 
them a liberal reward for tbeir labor. The 
spcakerthen described Placer county, its geo­ 
graphical sitaation, 
climate, products and 
trau»portation facilities. »liowing that it lay 
nearer to the Eastern markets than any other 
portion of the Stale devoted to fiuit culture. As 
illustrating ihe keeping quality of the fruit 
raised there he exhibited an orange, in a p:-r- 
fecl state of preservation, which iu had picked 
from «he tree in January, and which had beeu 
lying on the shell ever since. 
H. H. CAMPE, OF RITTE, 
Was next introduced, and said :

FOULLY MURDERED, 


J o h n L ow ell’s B ody Found R olled Up in 
C anvas. 
The dead body of John Lowell was found 
on his ranch about seven m iles from F ol­ 
som, in E! Dorado county, on Sa'urday 
afternoon. 
H e bad been m issing for the 
past three m onths. A couple of weeks ago 
the R ecobd-TJnion mentioned the fact that 
there was som e suspicion that he had been 
foully dealt with. 
Lowell lived most of 
the tim e on a sm all place which he owned 
just east of 
the city, and about three 
m onths ago he started from there in a 
wagon with the intention of visiting his 
place above Folsom . Though he did not re­ 
turn it does not appear that any search was 
made for him until about two weeks ago, 
when his son, W illiam Lowell, formerly a 
policeman in this city, went up to the 
ranch to see if he could learn anything of 
his whereabouts. 
On his return be stated 
that he had found the wagon in which bis 
father went up to the ranch, but no one 
had seen anything of the m issing man. 
Rnmors were then afloat that the old man 
had been put out of the way l>y certain 
parties who owned adjoining lands, and 
with whom he was having some difficulty 
over a division fence. 
On Saturday W illiam Wubbena and bis 
father went to the ranch to remove an old 
windlass Irom 
a 
well 
011 
the 
place. 
The 
well 
stood 
near the 
site 
of a 
house which was burned down som e seven 
or eight m onths ago. They noticed a very 
disagreeable odor arising from the cellar, 
and upon investigation as to the cause 
found Lowell’s body buried in the rubbish 
in the cellar. 
It had been rolled tip in a 
piece of canvas, and was in an advanced 
state of decomposition. 
Yesterday morning Coroner Frank Ciark, 
County I’bysician W hite, District Attorney 
Bruner, Trustee W olf and W illiam Loweil 
(son of the deceased) went up to Folsom, 
the lorruer expecting to hold an inquest. 
On their arrival at Folsom they ascertained 
that the body was found three m iles be­ 
yond the line of El Dorado county, and 
that the officers ot Sacramento county had 
no jurisdiction in the matter. 
The officials 
therefore returned to the city last night. 
Lowell 
is the 
man 
who shot and 
killed Joseph Powers on the road between 
this city and Brighton about three years 
ago and was acquitted on the ground that 
the killing was done in self defense. 
A reporter of the R ecord-Union went to 
the scene of the murder yesterday after­ 
noon and late last night sent in the follow­ 
ing 
FURTHER PARTICULARS, 
Considerable excitem ent was occasioned 
at this place yesterday by the discovery of 
the remains of John Lowell on his ranch 
near Negro H ill, in El Dorado 'county, 
seven m iles northeast of Folsom . 
Word 
was telegraphed to his son W illiam , in 
Sacramento. 
H e came up this morning, 
accompanied by the Coroner and District 
Attorney of Sacrameuto county. 
On their 
arrival here the Sacramento officials, ascer­ 
taining the fact that they had no jurisdic­ 
tion, returned. 
W illiam Lowell took a fresh team and, 
accompanied by Dr. Seabright, started for 
the Lowell ranch. Shortly after their ar­ 
rival at the scene of the hom icide Coroner 
Spencer, of Piacerville, put in an appear­ 
ance. 
The bodv, which was in an ad­ 
vanced state of decomposition, was ex­ 
humed. 
Although alm ost beyond recogni­ 
tion, W illiam Lowell positively identified 
the remains as those of his father. The 
clothing and boots were his beyond doubt. 
He was buried iu an old cellar which was 
under a building that burned som e eight 
m onths ago. 
W illiam Wubbena testified that he was 
acquainted with deceased in his life-time. 
The last tim e be saw him alive was on the 
21st of March, on the road leading to Fol­ 
som, with a load of wood. 
Yesterday I 
went to John 
Lowell's ranch with m y 
father to get a windlass that belonged to 
us. 
After the windlass had been taken off 
the well I went to look for som ething to 
cover the well up with, and in looking 
around I discovered an old barn door in the 
cellar. aud when I went to move it I 
sm< lied decaying flesh. 
The stench was so 
strong that I left the door alone. 
I was 
suspicious that som ething was wrong and 
went to my brother's place and told him , 
and he came back with me; and then he 
went to infirm the Justice. 
I saw the 
bod}’ after it was exhum ed to-day, and 
I recognize it us being that of John Lowell. 
Nichola Wubbena said that he saw de­ 
ceased last som e time in the latter part of 
March at his ranch near Negro H ill. 
Saw 
him in company with three men. 
They 
were walking through the ranch. 
Lowell 
w&s the only one of the party I recognized. 
Heard he was talking of selling his [dace. 
Did not see him again until to-day, when 
he was uncovered in the cellarou his ranch. 
Yesterday n y brother told me of his suspi­ 
cions, and I went over with him . 
I had 
read in the Hecord-Union that Mr. Lowell 
was m issing, and I expected my brother 
was right in his suspicious. 
I notified the 
Justice, Mr. Orr, at Salmon Falls, and he 
instructed cie to go ahead aud exhum e 
him . 
I started back and met Mr. Murry 
ami Mr. Hawk, and they told me they bad 
made the examination and found it was 
Mr. Lowell. 
I noticed his wounds at tlie 
exam ination. There was a mark on the 
right side of the face and jaw. and the up­ 
per part of he jaw was broken and the 
back part of the skull smashed in. 
The 
body was wrapped up in a wagon-sheet, 
covered with several pieces of old stove- 
iron and dirt, on top of them. 
A few pieces 
of old boards were laying on top of the 
dirt and the old door was tlirown over the 
top of all. 
Tlie body was about six inches 
under the ground. 
The air was not shut 
out, bo the bo'ly decayed rapidly. 
The 
hair all come off of the head, aud of som e 
portions of the body a mere skeleton re­ 
mained. 
J. C. Murry said he was acquainted with 
deceased, 
¡jaw him last about the middle 
of Murch. 
Did not see him again until to­ 
day. 
I was yesterday iu company with 
Levi Derriuglou Mr. Hawk and Mr" Wub­ 
bena. 
We took a pitchfork and poked 
away tire debris that was 011 the bead and 
satisfied ourselves that a human body was 
buried there, but did not know positively 
it was deceased until to day. 
I noticed 
some lim e ago that six head of his best 
horses and his buggy were gone. 
1 sup 
posed all along that he had taken the 
horses away with him to his ranch iu Sac­ 
ramento county, aud supposed all the time, 
until I read in tire Recokd-Union that he 
was missing, that he was 011 his Sacra- 
nnnto ranch. 
H e bad been talking of sell­ 
ing his place here and I had heard parties 
had been there looking at it. 
Saw him in 
company with three men on his ranch one 
day early in March. 
fiO w e ll was a nauveof Ireland, and canto 
to California in early days. 
H e was GO 
years of age, anti has two sons living. 
L'r. 
Seabriglit examined the wonnds, and said 
deceased had come to his death by being 
struck on the head with some blunt instru­ 
ment. 
The right side of t h e face and skull 
were badly crushed. 
At 6 o'clock the Cor­ 
oner continued the inquest until 10 o'clock 
to-morrow. 
There is no clue to the murderers. From 
the fact that the stock is gone, he is sup­ 
posed to have been murdered to get posses­ 
sion of it.

And, by the way, he accepted the 
challenge lti-t January, and some of our resi­ 
dents aud orehardists have bearing trees in 
their yard. 
Oroville, in the eastern part of the county, is 
in advance of us in that regard, however, and 
hundreds of acres of orange and lemon trees 
have been planted in that vicinity this spring. 
Our mines a so still keep up their popularity 
by a generous yield of tlie precious metals. 
Taking it all iu all, Butte Lsa veritable Cornu­ 
copia, and we propose to demonstrate the fact 
to you by exhibitions iu your Pavilion here, 
and a larger aud more varied one at vour .State 
Fair next September. In this connection 1 will 
say that Dr. Latham was in Chico yesterday, 
pulling wires for the fair, and our people have 
got stirred up, and the matter of an exhibit is 
111 the hands of a strong and competent com­ 
mittee. 
ADDRESS OF E. S. TARKEB. 
The President then introduced E. S. 
Parker, of the Improvement Association 
Committee, who spoke a3 follows : 
Ladies and Gentlemen: I have been requested 
to say a few words 011 behalf of the sub-corn 
miUee of the Improvcmeut Association, through 
whose efforts Hie funds necessary for tho erec­ 
tion and maintenance of this building were ob­ 
tained. The piojcct of a building of attractive 
design, that should bo permanently devoted to 
the purpose of supplying to stringers all of the 
varied information that they might require, 
was not an inspiration of the moment, but bail 
been discussed from various standpoints for 
some time. All agreed that it would be a good 
tiling, and that it should be located here, upon 
the principle that as Sacramento was the "Huh'1 
of Central California, she should by the magnet­ 
ism of her energy aud enterprise continue to 
keep herself in the van as the center of attrac­ 
tion; that her wealth aud greatness should 
grow-in unison with all sections of tlie country 
within tlie radius of her influence. 
All felt the necessity of some action of this 
kind, but money and the sacrifice of some time 
aud Ubor were required. Many of the members 
ot the Association had been out or. subscription 
tours before, until they were sure they had done 
so enough, and also that our peonle had become 
tired of seeing their faces 011 similar errands. 
Others were so absorbed in their various enter­ 
prises as to be unable to spare the time. When 
a working committee was obtained and started 
to do something they were met witli the objec­ 
tion that our subscriptions for public purpores 
liad never lecu fairly levied; that compara­ 
tively a few oi our open-handed citizens had 
usually been compelled to staud the tax. This 
was the teeling particularly among our largest 
firms. They sai , why not take the retail homes 
first this time, then come to us; we will give 
anyway ? 
To meet lliis objection a plan was devised 
i which met with prompt success. -Subscription 
books were issued made up ot piomlssory notes, 
to which were attached eleven coupons. Tho 
notes w ere made payable at a 1 an k aud were 
for 110 less a.sum than sixty dollars each, but 
payable in twelve monthly installments, thus 
making the subscription amount to only live 
dollars a month 
This system arose partly irom 
tlie knowledge that subscriptions usually tap­ 
ered gracefully downward irom the head of tlie 
list to the base, like an iuvc ted cone. 
Our 
plan made them all alike, aud Mr. Jones could 
not put down a small amount because Mr. 
Smith did. 
Iu this maimer we easily raised 
l6,cuo—at a time when street improvements, 
public bauquots, aud other matters of like 
character were taking tlie loose coin out of 
pocket. 
We could have doubled the fund or more had 
we devoted more time to tlie work. Bu- even 
as it is, we now have an amount coming 111 
steadily every mouth that can be relied upon, 
and possesses the added advantage of being 
draw-n from 10G pockets instead of from a dozen, 
as lias been the ease too frequently in the past. 
Each contributor feels a lively interest iu the 
subject so that a larger numbe r of our citizens 
are aroused to a keener activity in matters of 
public enterprise and improvement. 
However, we consider this building and its 
purposes as simply one thing accomplished; 
one step in accord with a general movement, 
having for its object the speedy aud permanent 
increase of our population ami that of the sur­ 
rounding country, slid all the happy financial 
results flowing therefrom. 
The success of this enterprise is very import­ 
ant because upon it will depend to a great ex­ 
tent tho success of future schemes in this com­ 
munity. It is necessary' to stand by this and 
support it iu such a manner that our people can 
point to it with pride, and be eager toshow their 
guests tiiis bureau of interesting information, as 
one of the features of interest 111 the city. Then 
its unbiased and official character should lend 
added weight to statements that may proceed 
from this source. Iu fact, with the opportunity 
(if properly supported) that such an insii- 
lution has for the vast ami ever-increas­ 
ing 
collection of facts regurding the na­ 
ture and continually developing possibilities 
of our soil and climate, it should become an 
actual necessity, not only to the stranger seek­ 
ing information, but also to this community, 
aud even to the State at huge. In time its prac­ 
tical usefulness should be such that there would 
be no hesitation in supporting it from the pub­ 
lic funds. 
I think our Government should establish in 
each -State a bureau of general information re­ 
lating to our soil aud climate, where an intend­ 
ing settler could obtain the exact aud minute 
information about all tortious of the -State that 
would lie most useful to him. Such an institu­ 
tion should be liberally endowed and maintain 
an able eorps of practical and professional men, 
who would be able 10 elaborate into scientific 
certainty all facts of advantage to the farmer, 
fruit-grower, mechanic and manufacturer. 
I desire to say something in opposition to an 
opinion that seems to exist iu the minds of 
many of our people. During the time this com­ 
mittee w as at work we frequently were met with 
the assertion that Sacramento had more than 
her share ol Silurians; that she bad more than 
her due proportion of people who are able hilt 
unwilling to contribute to matters of public 
benefit. I am convinced that this opinion is ut­ 
terly wrong. Judging from what I have ob­ 
served in other cities and towns where I have 
lived, I hold that Sacramento will average fully 
up to the most liberal. I think if you will 
count those well-to-do gentlemen who deserve 
the title of Silurian, you will find them so few 
in number that we have cause for congratula­ 
tion rather than complaint. 


SPEECH OF E. E. LEAKE, OF SOLANO. 
Hon. E. K. Leake, editor of the Dixon 
Tribune, was the last speaker, who, after an 
introduction of running witticism, which 
was loudly applauded, said :
